Bees’ Stingers Make Profitable Crop 
(By Sam E. Conner, in the Septem­ 
ber Popular 
Mechanics 
Magazine) 


Raising bees for the stings pays 
an eastern woman better than keep­ 
ing them for the honey which they 
would produce. 
From the stings is 
secured the purest formic acid ob­ 
tainable, and the customers are the 
m anufacturing 
durggists 
of 
the 
country. 
During the past 24 years 
this woman has supplied one finn 
with 25,000 stings annually; other 
concerns take 
from 500 
to 5,000 
eaeh year, making a yearly trade of 
50,000 stings. 
To produce this num ­ 
ber, hut two colonies of bees are 
necessary, while it would require 50 
colonies to make an amount of hon­ 
ey equal in value to the stings. 
The method of taking the sting 
from a bee is simple. 
The bees are 
first gathered in a specially arranged 
box, by shaking a comb on which 
they are working, over the mouth of 
the box. 
Next, in a room with all 
the shades but one drawn, the box 
is opened. 
As the bees come out of 
the box 
they are attracted 
to the 
lighted window, and cluster there on 
glass or 
screen. 
Mrs. 
Beekeeper 
picks up the insects by their heads 
and, holding them under a magnify­ 
ing glass, draws 
the stings. 
For 
this purpose a small pair of tweezers 
is used. 
The stings are placed in a 
dish filled 
with milk 
sugar, which 
cover-; them with a coat that p re ­ 
vents decay. 
Each 
sting 
contains 
a 
small 
amount of formic acid, which is r e ­ 
moved by disolation. 
This acid is 
used in the treatm ent of rheum a­ 
tism 
by 
homeopathic 
physicians, 
being administered in much reduced 
strength, while doctors of the regu­ 
lar -ehool use it, reduced one-half, 
for restoring circulation in cases of 
paralysis, 
applying 
it 
externally. 
Formic acid was one of the fir-t of 
the solid-fat acids discovered. 
It 
was originally obtained bv distilling 
common 
red ant-; 
(Formic 
rufa) 
from which the name is derived.

By cleaning and recleaning, In­ 
diana can obtain enough good seed 
wheat to sow at least the normal 
acreage 
that 
undoubtedly 
will be 
planted in Indiana this fall. 
Fan­ 
ning thoroughly either with a hand 
machine at home or having a mill 
or elevator do it, is the tir- 1 step 
for a good wheat crop in Indiana 
tile coming 
season. 
It 
will take 
out the 
smut 
halls 
and 
a good 
many of the scabby and light ker­ 
nels. 
Every bushel should then be 
treated with formaldehyde, one pint 
to forty gallon- of water, wetting 
the wheat thoroughly and covering 
it for from two to four hours and 
then spreading it out and allowing 
it to dry. 
In some sections of the 
state this is absolutely imperative to 
get a profitable crop. 
In all sections 
it will more than pay for the trou­ 
ble of the treatment. 
If any farmer is in doubt as to the 
germination 
of his wheat, 
>£ud a 
small sample to the county agricul­ 
tural agent or to the Extension De­ 
partment of Purdue for testing. 
The seed bed should be as well 
prepared a* it possibly can he this 
dry fall so that the wheat will get 
as good a start as possible when 
sufficient moisture starts it. 
Ferti­ 
lize with plenty of high grade fert­ 
ilizer to insure a good, quick start 
to get away from any fly damage 
and that it may go into the winter in 
good shape. 
If each farm er will make this his 
personal problem, Indiana will have 
sufficient 
wheat 
next 
year, even 
though the state goes back to a nor- 
ae reage, to supply its part of the 
world’s food. 


Farm ers of the country could have 
saved approximately $2,000 last year 
if all the hogs that they shipped to 
the m arket had been free from tuber­ 
culosis or “ T. BA’ as it is commonly 
called. According to a report of the 
U. S. 
Department of 
Agriculture, 
this disease last year sent 25,000,- 
000 pounds of hog meat into con­ 
demned tanks of the Federally in­ 
spected slaughter houses. These facts 
show that hog tuberculosis is causing 
thousands of farmers to turn their 
corn, alfalfa, concentrates and skim 
milk into low priced soap grease in­ 
stead of high-priced pork. 
For this 
reason every farm er should take all 
precautions 
possible 
to 
eliminate 
this disease from his herds. 
Hog 
tuberculosis 
is 
contracted 
chiefly from tubercular dairy cows. 
The germs carried in the body of the j 
dairy animal are excreted in drop­ 
pings or milk or she may cough them 
out on feed or bedding. 
It is from 
these germs which the hogs pick up 
that they get the disease. 
P asteu r­ 
ized or cooked milk will not pass the 
disease from infected cows to other 
animals. 
The way* to prevent the 
disease in the hog herd are as fol­ 
lows : 
See that all milk, especially skim 
milk from the creamery, is cooked 
before it is fed to the hogs. 
Keep the hog- from following dairy 
cattle unless the animals are tuber­ 
culin tested. 
Keep them out of cow 
lots and barns and keep dairy drain­ 
age out of the hog lots. 
Hogs may, 
however, follow steers without much 
danger. 
Healthy hogs should he given a 
chance to 
remain so. 
Give them 
clean, well-drained lots and plenty 
of fresh air, sunlight and clean water 
Shelter them in well-lighted and ven­ 
tilated, sanitary hog houses. 
Keep 
the houses clean and n»e plenty of 
whitewash and disinfectants. 
If there was tuberculosis on your 
swine last year, it is safest to get 
rid of that herd, especially the breed­ 
ing animals, and rai-e clean hogs 
from healthy stock. 


The importance of limestone in 
correcting soil acidity was force­ 
fully brought out a few days ago 
in 
Starke 
County, 
when 
County 
Agent P. G. 
Riley visited 
a farm 
and saw an 
eighty acre 
field of 
level,* black loam which produced 
only six 
bushels of wheat to the 
acre. 
He tested the soil and found 
that the crop failure was due to 
acid 
condition 
of 
the soil. 
He 
recommended the use of eight tons 
of limestone to correct this condi­ 
tion and the owner will lime part of 
the field this fall.

345 CULL HENS LAID 
ONLY 54 EGGS IN WEEK 


Some valuable figures on the poul­ 
try culling demonstrations held re­ 
cently in Bartholomew County have 
been compiled by County Agent C. 
M. Job, showing that birds left in the 
flocks laid 
a larger 
percentage of 
eggs than the good and I*>or layers 
combined did before culling. 
This 
is explained by better feeding meth­ 
ods brought out at the dem onstra­ 
tions by Purdue poultry specialists. 
A total of 1222 hens were handled 
in the 
culling process and 
of this 
number 345 or 28 percent, were dis­ 
carded as poor layers. 
Tile entire 
number of hens, 1222, laid 2368 eggs 
the week 
before culling, 
while the 
week after they had been culled!, the 
887 fowls 
left on the 
farms, laid 
2292 eggs. 
The entire bunch of culls 
345 hens, laid only 54 eggs the week 
after they had been culled and they 
received the same feed as the good 
layers. 
The percentage of egg pro­ 
duction the week before culling was 
27.fi and the week after it was 36.8.
